¢ F the Power of the Houfe of Bourbon 
was fo terrible and alarming, as to 
roufe the Princes of the grand Alli- 
ance into a Confederacy againtt it, 
M) in the Reigns of William and Anu, 
when only the Stock was in Being ; 
what mutt it be at this Time branched 
out into Spain and the Indies, into Naples, Sicily and Parma, 
&c.? A tedious and moit expenfive War, fupported chicfly 
by ourfelves, the moft remote in point of Intereft, and neg- 
lefted by our Allies, who were more immediately con- 
cerned; I fay, this fruitlefs tho’ fuccefsful War abroad, 
which reduced our Treafury almoft to the laft Shilling, to- 
gether with the faétious Practices of the reftlefs Whigs. at 
home, to regain the Power and Pofts which they had not 
undefervedly loft, forced the Miniftry of Queen Ann, bad 
as they were, into the Peace of Utrecht; whereby the 
Houle of Bourbon was aggrandized by the Acquifition of 
old Spain and the Indies. 





Walpole’s pufillanimous Meafures ftrengthened this Hou/e 
in another Branch, with the two Sici/ies, againit his own 
profeffed Tenets, and the political Principles of the Party, 
wherein he made fo mnch Buftle and’Noife. While the 
revered Name of Walpole is in my Mouth, I beg leave to 
compliment the Nation on the Revival of it, in a new 
Placeman at Court: An Inftance not only of great Grati- 
tude in the Fraterculi, bnt of their confulting the Inclina- 
ons as well as the Good of the Nation. But to proceed. 


Oxford and the Times having thus given up one King- 
dom and it’s Dependencies to, or rather left them in the 
Hands of, Bourbou; and Walpole having afterwards, in 
tha very Midft of Peace, purfued the very Meafures he in- 
veighed againft in his Predeceflor, by complimenting our 
already too formidable Enemies with an Opportunity to 
feize on no lefs than two Kingdoms more, one would have 


thought that their Ambition and our Complaifance would | 





have ended here ; but not fo: The infatiable Monfler 
of Voracity was till craving, and the Brothers of Got'am, 
purfuing the Politics of their corrupt Matter, ftript our 
public Friend of another Garment, to cloath another Brat 
of our public Enemy. Where there is no End of Concef- 
fions, Demands will multiply of courfe, and never ceafe till 
too late to be remedied. 


The Partizans of Oxford founded his Apology on the 
Particulars I have mentioned before, and his having, in 
fome Meafure, anfwered the original Purpofe of the grand 
Alliance, in preventing Spain from falling under the Do- 
minions of France, and both from ever uniting under one 
and the fame Head. Wéalpole’s proftituted Party, who will 
be remembered in the Annals of Great-Britain for ever, 
would fain excufe his not intermeddiing in the Affairs of 
Hal, againft Don Carlos, from the pacific Meafures, 
which he always made the Rule of his Government, and 
with very good Reafon too, as Corruption was likewife an- 
other Rule of ftis Government, which would become im- 
practicable for him to fuftain at home, at the fame time 





with a War abroad, which muft of courfe have diverted 
the public Money from the laudable Purpofes.to which he 
ufed to appropriate fo large a Portion of it, for the Support 
of his iniquitous Power. 


But what Apology can the Coalition make for the Con- 
du& of the Fraterculi, in ettablifhing a third Branch of 
that over-bearing Houle, we have been mentioning, in the 
fineft Provinces of Italy, at a Time when we were fo far 
from being under the Neceffities which Oxford complained 
of, (however difciplined under the Politics of Wa/pole) that 
we had actually provided for the Expences of the en(uing 
Campaign, which, to lure us into a Difpofition to contri- 
bute nore than ordinarily liberal towards it, we were fo- 
lemnly promifed fhould be a very vigorous one; {uch a 
Campaign as, with the Affitiance of the Rufians, was to 
beat the French out of their Conquefts to guard their own 
Frontiers. 


Having thus liberally ftrengthened the Hands of the 
Government, we had Reafon to expeé the vigorous Efforts 
that were promifed us. But, alas! — fo have we feen at a 
Market, or a Fair, a Brace of Jugglers, after collecting a 
Purfe of Money among the Croud (under a Promife of 
performing a Trick that fhould return it in a double fold) 
frit prefent their clofed Fifts to the Mouths of the Populace, 
and bid them blow in them; and then, diverting their 
Attention another Way with a Cry of Hocus pocus, Preflo 
begone, convey the Purfe from one to another, with fuch a 
Celerity of Motion, as at laft lodged it in one of their 
Pockets unperceived ; {napping their Fingers, and exulting 
in the Dexterity of their Cheat; while the defrauded 
Boobies, with their Eyes caft up in the Air, expected the 
Trick would end as the Undertakers had promifed, and 
more agreeable to their Wifhes. 


Tho’ I am far, very far, from juftifying the Peace of 
Utrecht ; yet I think thofe that made it, bad and prema- 
mature as it was, are much more juftifiable in giving Spain 
to Péillip, than thofe who fuffered Don Cars, after his 
IntroduStion into Italy and his Eftablifhment in Tufcany, to 
enlarge his Dominions by a fudden Irruption into the Two 
Sicilies, at the Expence of our natural Ally the Houfe of 
Auftria, the mortal Eye-fore of that of Bourbon, and the 
Bulwark of the reft of Chriffendom againft it! ‘Thus 
flrengthening the Enemy and weakening the Friend.—— 
Glorious Politics! 


But if the double Earl, however diftrefled in his Admi- 
niftration by the Impetuofity of the Whigs and a defolated 


, Treafury, was much to blame for permitting a new 


Power to be ere&ted, in the Houfe of Bourbon ; and 
that the Knight of Corruption was afterwards {till more 
blameable in his impolitic Ina€tivity, of tamely look 
ing on, if not conniving at, the Rife of a third Sove- 
reignty on the fame Foundation; I think the Degrees 
of Comparifon may be juftfiably run on to the Superlative, 
by pronouncing the Fraterculi the mof blameable of all, 
for purfuing the fame pernicious Meafures, in eftablifhing 
a fourth Dominion in that over-grown Hox/e, when their 
Hands were enabled to reprefs it, and give it’s Conftituents 
Law that might have ftood for half a Century to come, 
or perhaps longer. — But they gave up all for a Definitive 





Peace ; and, in a Strain of Policy peculiar to themfelves, 
have facrificed to it the faireft Opportunity, talxe it all in 
all, that ever offered for humbling the Pride of Bourbon, 
The Campaign we had already fo liberally provided for, 
would have effectwally done the Bufinefs, if that Provifion 
had been honettly applied. 


Every honeft Britor muft be moft fenfibly affeted, when 
he cafts his Fye on the Map of Exrope, and ices much the 
beit Part of that Quarter of the World in the Hands of 
Bonrbou; Part of the very Channel under our Notes, all 
the French, Spanif> and Mediterranean Seas lined with their 
vaft Pofleflions, from Dunkiré Southward to the Straits of 
Gibraltar, and thence again to the Eatern Point of Si ill, 
if we exeept the Coafts of a few intervening litte States, 
devoted however to that Family on all Occafions : I fay, 
all thefe are Bourbon! and yet we find they are not con- 
tented, but are itill grafping at more. They want to wrett 
Gibraltar out of our Hands, for the general Emolument 
of the Family ; and likewife to get Pofleffion of the two 
largeft Iflands in the Mediterranean, for a P*nce the molt 
attached to the original Stock of all the Branches which 
derive from it; who was fo little of the Spaniard, and fo 
much of the Frenchman, that he may be properly confider'd 
as an abfolute Devotee to France, and an avowed Enemy 
to Great-Britain; the very Reverle of his elder Brother, 
who, as well as the Bulk of his People, is very well known 
to entertain ftrong Prepofleflions in our Favour, and a total 
Diflike to the French Interett ; but that his great Kinfman’s 
Penfioners, and the Partizans of a wily turbulent Woman, 
are too mighty for him. 


How wretched is the State of that Nation, where the 
Sovereign and the People, tho’ in the fame juft Way of 
Thinking, are yet m**it***ly overborn and controlled by 
foreign Councils, to fupport an Intereft diametrically con, 
trary totheir own! And yet we have feen fomething not un- 
like this, in the Conduét of other M**{t*rs befides thofe we 
have been fpeaking of ; fo that ‘tis no Paradox in Europe 
to fee a MNniltry in Oppofition to both the Sovereign and 
People. 


As it feems a fovercign D*ked*m is not fufficient for 
our young Hi/pa-Gallo, who, before the latt glorious Peace, 
would have been glad to fit down with fomething much 
lefs: But forfooth ! he muft be a K *g ; and therefore a, 
we took care to enable him to become very troublefome, 
he muft diflurb all Europe in the Enjoyment of their Peace, 
by driving on his Bargains fora K*gd*m. He begun 
with the lefler Ifland of the two; and finding the fame 
great Politicians that invefted him with his firlt Power, 
very tractable in backing his ambitious Views, by the Me- 
diation and Intereft of France, hisand our common Friend, 
he ventur’d to make larger Strides, and caft a longing Eye 
on both [/ands: But finding both together too unweildy 
for his Gripe, he condefcended to retrench and confine his 
Views to the Great Ifland only, to be ceded to him, with 
the Title of K * g, by way of Bargain and Sale; and for 
fuch a pecuniary Confideration, as his great Covfin of 
Fe**** thould think fit to fet, and his elder B**th*r
